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TEHRAN, Dec 13: Iran has sup- 
ported but the Taliban government 
rejeaed the formula given by Hizbe 
Islami Afghanistan, Amir Gulbadin 
Hekmatyar, for the solution of the 
Afghanistan crisis. 

Mr Hekmatyar told a group of 
Pakistani newsmen here on 
Saturday that he was waiting for a 
response from Pakistan and various 
Af^ian parties before deciding las 
future course of action. 

His party is maintaining neutrali- 
ty in the on-going war in 
Afghanistan although the Taliban 
and the North Alliance have 
approached him several times to 
seek the Hizb support. 

"We'll not fight to bring Rabbani 
back to power in Kabul because we 
don't want to repeat the mistakes of 
the past. At the same time, we can't 
accept the Amirul Momineen,** he 
said while keeping his party 
equidistant from the Taliban as 
well as the North Alliance. 



Mr Hekmatyar has been living in 
a five-storey building in Niawaran 
area in Northern Tehran along with 
his family for the last 10 months. 
His offices are also housed in the 
same building. 

The formula, he sent to various 
countries and the Afghan parties, is 
that all groups should agree to a 
ceasefire, unconditional release of 
prisoners, opening of all routes in 
Afghanistan, setting up of a non- 
political interim government which 
should hold elections within one 
year of its set up. 

It also proposes that parties con* 
trolling various parts of the country 
can maintain their control over 
their respective areas while the pro- 
posed central government works in 
Kabul. The central government 
shoidd control all borders, highways 
and currency and make arrange- 
ments for elections. It should also 
set up a national army and take 
away weaponi from the people, Mr 
Hekmatyar said. 



About the composition of the pro- 
posed government, he said every 
party should suggest names of 20 
non-political people from which the 
prime ministeir and ministers and 
members of the new election com- 
mission should be seleaed. 

This govemsient, he said, should 
hold elections after which every 
party should be given share in 
power commensurate with the num- 
ber of its scats in parliament 

Ykk said if any party did not agree 
with the formula, all other groups 
should form a military and political 
alliance against it. ''Neither side 
would be able to resist a joint 
front.** 

He claimed that his party could 
play a da^ve role in the current 
fighting. W ^d4a ^with Taliban^^h^ 
said, die North Alliance would not 
be able to continue war more than a 
month. 

Likewise, he said, the Taliban 
could be ma^ to surrender in less 
than a month with the Hizbe Islami 
supporting the North Alliance.

Califomia leamed last month of #te Nobel Peace Prize being awarded to Ms. Jody 
Williams, an American activist, for her campaign to ban land mines. The 
beneficiaries of this humanitarian effort, among others, are the people of 
Afghanistan where ten million mines were planted during the decade of 
occupation. 

The campaign is far from over due to the fact that the United States government 
would not approve a treaty scheduled to be signed in Ottawa in December that 
would outlaw the use of antipersonnel land mines. 

We strongly feel that it would be tragic for the United States, as a superpower with 
strong conviction of the safety and security of the children of the world, not to take 
action in bringing about a ban of this indiscriminate killer of civilization. We 
respectfully urge you to reconsider your position and join other states in the signing 
of this historic international treaty on the global agenda. 

We would also like to take this opportunity to bring certain issues to your attention 
pertaining to the U.S. policy towards Afghanistan as you are making preparation 
for your official visit to Pakistan early next year. As you are well aware, today an 
amalgam of foreign interests exists threatening the stability and tranquility of 
Afghanistan and the region. The main players of this "Great Game" include Iran, 
Saudi Arabia, Pakistan, China, Russia, Tajikistan and Uzbakistan, which manifest 
themselves as military and economic aid for the purpose of party disaffections and 
alliances of convenience, creating a climate of terror and bloodshed in 
Afghanistan. 



We also deplore the effect of this conflict upon the basic human rights, particularly 
those of women in Afghanistan under the rule of Taliban. However, we are 
pleased to note that Mr. Karl Inderfurth, Assistant Secretary of the State for South 
Asian Affairs, in his testimony before the Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
expressed concems of Secretary of State, Madeline Albright over this issue with 
specific steps to be taken in order to monitor the Taliban actions. 

It is our fervent hope that during your discussion with Pakistani authorities you 
would engage in a constructive dialogue concerning the Afghan conflict. 
Pakistan's non-interference in the internal affairs of Afghanistan remains a 
fundamental principal in Afghan-Pak relations for finding a common ground to 
end regional hostilities and ultimately ban drug trafficking to the rest of the world. 
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Before we left for the U.S. we had the opportunity to meet with former 
Afghan Ambassador*s, M. Nairn Ajmal and M . Asif Zahir. Our discussion 
with these two articulate and well-informed gentlemen centered on the 
situation in Afj^nistan as we had experienced it and on security matters 
which entailed the establishment of a security force which would be responsible 
for protecting Afghanistan's borders and for providing security for the 
proposed pipeline. All agreed that the proposed pipeline would be of 
paramount importance for the economic future and development of 
Afghanistan. 

On 12 November we traveled to Rawalpindi to meet with Shah Nawaz 
Tanai. Noor Hussein! and I interviewed Tanai for over two and one half hours. 
Tanai intimated to us of Us knowledge of Massoud's agreements with the 
Soviets. He had, after all, signed many of them. He told us that knew 
Soviet General Boris Gromov personally, and what he wrote about Massoud in 
his book. Limited Contingent, was true.** He also agreed that this war was of 
an ethnic and linguistic nature, and that Bredmev's. Operation Kaskad was the 
procreator. He stated that Hekmatyar had nothing to do with the coup against 
Najib and that he had no information about others being involved in the killing 
of Najib. He also made a point of saying that there were many who took 

money from the Russians, not just Massoud. He named Ishmael Khan, Sayed 
Jaglan, Najib, Massoud and Babrak Karmal. He said that Massoud would be 
Moscow's main man in the north of the country following a plan to partition 
the country." "The Pushtuns", he said, "would be left to fend for themselves." 
Lastly, we asked about the mass-graves at Polygon. He stated that at the time 
he was just an army commander and had no direct knowledge of the matter. 
"This", he said, "was a secret police affair." Tanai ako advised us that 
following the 1988 cease-fire, Soviet troops interdicted supply caravans that 
originated m Hairatan and which were en route to Kabul, via Salang. Afghan 
Army (DRA) officers were forcibly taken from the vehicles, put under arrest, 
and handed over to Massoud. If the officers were Pushtun, they were killed, if 
Dari speaking the officers were spared and then presumably linked up with the 
forces of Massoud. This report was confirmed to us from two additional 
sources: a former colonel in a transportation division/Kabul, Sayed Zamari 
Banoori and former Afghan ambassador and Minister of Civil Aviation, M. 
Nairn Ajmal. 

Shah Nawaz Tanai, acknowledged participation in a party known as Sola 
Ghorzang, but details about party numbers and agenda were not forthcoming. 

I would be remiss not to express my sincere thanks to Sayed Noorulhaq 
Husseini for the many hours of expert translation that he provided for me in 
Afghanistan, an invaluable contribution in which the success of the journey 
was assured.

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Combatants were told: ''If you kill one Sunni, you will go to Heaven, if you kill 
two Sunni, you will reach a higher place in Heaven, if you kill three Sunni and 
urinate in his mouth, you will receive a special house in Heaven.** I have not 
seen any Western media accounts of this barbarity by the anti-Taliban forces? 

During our hist day in Kabul, an old friend from the Foreign Ministry, 
Wahid Mozhda, helped us to locate an NGO that I had been supportine for a 
number of years. We were pleased to learn that the clinic sponsored by Help 
the Afghan Children, Inc., under the able direction of Suraya Sadeed, was 
doing a remarkable job in providing food, medicine, shelter and rudimentary 
educational skills for Kabul's children. They are in desperate need of funds! 

LAGHMAN: On 3 November we departed Kabul to make a pilgrimage 
to the grave sight (Charbagh) of a dear departed friend and father of my 
colleague.

PESHAWAR: On 8 November we departed for Peshawar. Our mission 
here was to interview and meet with leading Afghan intellectuals and former 
defense minister under Najib, General Shah Nawaz Tanai. At the AMRC 
headquarters (Afghan Media Resource Center) we met with members of 
WUFA and other intellectuals. -Our discussion was centered on what we had 
experienced in Afghanistan. Most agreed that we must give tiie Taliban a 
chance, for if not Taliban, then who can or will lead Afghamstan from this 
nightmare? While in Peshawar, we were invited to a Shura enumerated as: 
^The Council for Understanding** in University Town. The chair was held by 
Ishaq Gailani, and under his lead the discourse centered on superficial and 
vitriolic attacks on Taliban. Unfortunately, no solutions were offered, only 
criticism. There were some members, however, that were determined to 
counter die negativity of Ishaq Gailani and were in attendance to impart a 
modicum of balance to the council. One of the aforementioned attendees told 
us that Gailani was currently on the payroll of Dostum and Massoud and at 
one time on the payroll of Najib as well. This might help to explain the 
partisan agenda. 
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war. And most agree, that the divisive-legacy of Leonid Brezhnev, proscribed 
as Operation Kaskad, was and is an operational plan to dismember 
Afghanistan along linguistic and ethnic lines; a plan that is being implemented 
to this day by tiiose who have not as yet seen fit to sever their ties to Russia. 

The destruction in Kabul by the various war lords is difficult if not 
impossible to comprehend. Initially, we were led to believe that most of the 
destruction was by the hand of Hekmatyar. Soon enough, we were to learn 
that the responsibility for the majority of the devastation in Kabul must be 
borne by Ahmad Shah Massoud. The areas where Massoud was billeted shows 
insignificant damage, yet by contrast the areas held by others including 
Hekmatyar are completely devastated. Why this has not been dicscussed in 
the Western press remains unclear. Kabul, quite simply, looks like Hiroshima 
after the detonation of the atomic bomb! When one experiences Kabul it 
becomes abundantly clear that the truth about Afghanistan is not being 
reported in the Western media. 

A former minister under Najib revealed documents indicating that 
Massoud had smuggled arms to Somalia aboard Ariana-Afghan Airlines 
between 1992-1995. The smuggled weapons were deployed against the U.S. by 
Somalia's war lords, an act which resulted in the deaths of U.S. military 
personnel. In my view, this demonstrates a willingness on Massoud's part to 
export terrorism. 

One of the more somber and difficult tasks we had scheduled for 
ourselves included a review of the mass graves at the Polygon, Pul-e-Charkhi, 
{Mushad Shohada). We subsequently learned that the grave sight had not been 
forensically examined/exhumed. Spring rains and floods with resultant soil 
erosion has bared the remams of some of the unfortunate victims who are 

interred here. This sight may be the resting place of as many as 100,000 
Afghans who were murdered by Taraki, Amin and their Soviet allies. At the 
appropriate time Afghanistan must demand the convening of a war crimes 
tribunal to investigate this matter throughly and to bring to justice those who 
are responsiMe for Htm and other unspeakable crimes. 

Before we left Kabul, several interviews were conducted to learn of the 
terror tint existed in Kabul under the administration of Rabbani and 
Massoud. We learned of people being forced to eat the flesh of the dead, of 
being forced to eat their own excrement, of the Hazara beheading their victims 
with red-hot swords and axes to make the dead bodies convulse for their 
entertoinment, while they gleefully referred to their victims as '^the dancing 
dead.** We examined excavations where women were kept for sexual pleasure, 
many were disfigured permanently, few were given any food or water and 
most were murdered by their captors. We were told of prisoners having nails 
driven into their heads with hammers and of prisoners who were placed into 
20' cargo containers then lowered onto raging fires and burned to death. This 
horror was directed by the leadership of Hezb-Wahdat, Junbish and Jamiat 
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While in Kabul we had an informative meeting with Deputy Minister 
Stanakzai at the Foreign Ministry. The discussion was very interesting and 
encompassed such topics as the lack of objectivity in the media, the military 
situation, and the determination of the West to pressure Taliban into a 
coalition government with the northern alliance. Also, a spirited and 
enlightening discussion about discipline ensued. Following years of conflict 
and strife. Deputy Stanakzai stressed the importance of discipline in a free and 
civilized society. At the Ministry of Information and Culture we met witii 
Mulla Motaqi who had just returned from the front We discussed many 
issues before Afghanistan and left encouraged about the future of the country. 
He wrote letters for us to present to authorities while photographing in Kabul 
and commented favorably on my book. It is interesting to note that all of the 
Taliban officials in Kabul have been injured by Russian bullets during the 
jihad, and each and every one of them takes the time to visit with their troops 
at the front 

During the Chechen War, we learned that V. Dudayev sent two 
emissaries, (Abdul Wahed and Shamil Basayouf) to Kabul to ask for assistance 
(arms) in resisting the Russians. Massoud, Rabbani, Hekmatyar, Ishmael 
Khan and Sayyaf were solicited for weapons. Hekmatyar agreed, assisting the 
Chechens, as did Sayyaf and Ishmael Khan. Massoud, on the other hand, 
declined, stating: ""we have good relations with the Russians and we will not do 
anything that might upset those relations.** Ishmael Khan gave the Chechens 
four Stinger, surface-to-air missiles to be trans-shipped to and from Iranian 
soil. The plan was to destroy Russian aircraft over Moscow during May Day 
celebrations. The plan, however, was compromised when Iran held the 
Stingers until after the conclusion of the festivities. 

We learned that Afghans had fought in Azerbaijan, and their expenses 
had been paid by U.S. Oil Corp. Afghans also saw combat in Chechnya. Later 
we had the opportunity to meet with the highly regarded Afghan intellectual. 
Professor Reshad, at the Academy of Sciences. The professor told us of a book 

written by Panjsheri journalist, Mansour, entitled: Panjsher During the Jihad. 
The book had been routinely distributed to the book outlets in Kabul, 
Peshawar and elsewhere; then, mysteriously, the book was collected by 
Massoud*s people and removed from distribution. Reshad informed us that 
the book was damaging to Massoud's image and that it discussed his 
arrangements with the Soviets. We located a copy in Kabul and are in the 
process of having it translated from Farsi to English. Professor Reshad 
informed us of a map which had been published in Iran and which designates a 
section of Afghanistan from Mazar to Bamiyan as "Hazaraistan." This map, 
inscribed with the slogan ''towards creation of great and independent Hazara 
lands", will be made avaUable to readers of the Afghanistan Mirror at some 
point in the future. Most Afghans we met in Kabul and elsewhere are 
^nvinced that the cnflict tas digressed int. ethmc, Imgmstic aod sectarian 
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notebooks, pencUs and other basic educational tools. We were told: -instead of 
cnticizing us for not educating our children, help us to build schools and obtain 
the necessary implements for education.*" 

In the market, economic activity was brisk. But the current exchange 
rate of 25,000 Afs to tiie doUar have, through super-inflation, caused economic 
hardship for the people of incalculable proportion. This economic genocide 
was brought about by tiie printing and distribution of bUUons in counterfeit 
currency by Moscow to finance the war for Rabbani and Massoud. 

We also noticed many women in the bazaar and that some were veUed 
and some were not, yet at no time did we notice anyone harassing them or 
botiiering them in any way. The people we spoke with indicated that they felt 
safe in their homes or out on the street We learned that some women and 
children were retrieving mines for a cash reward from the U.N. - a very 
dangerous activity. SmaU numbers of U.N. demining teams were in evidence 
along the main road near tiie airport The job of demining Afghanistan 
requires a much larger committment from tiie U.N., and most people agree 
that tiie U.N. does not accomplish much except to spend money on themselves, 
purchasing fleets of luxury vehicles and living in very fashionable quarters. 

Before leaving, we inquired about the status of Mulla Ghaus and learned 
that he had been relieved of command for failing to obey a direct order from 
the Amir-ui-Momlmeen regarding tiie strategy for tiie conquest of Mazar. He 
now resides in Kandahar. On 28 October we departed Kandahar airport 
aboard a Russian Yak-40. Prior to departure we witnessed the crash of a 
MiG-21 at Kandahar Airport, the wing commander. General Ghuljai, was 
unable to eject and was kiUed. The foUowing day we learned tiiat the Yak-40 
aircraft we had flown to Kabul had crashed en route to Jalalabad, all aboard 
were killed. 

KABUL: During our flight to Kabul the awesome-majesty of the Hindu 
Kush massive appeared on the horizon, and for a moment or so, one could 
appreciate the beauty of the landscape and almost block tiie mental images of 
the deprivation and misery that were certain to unfold in the war-ravaged 
country beloiv. 

Once in Kabul one became immediately aware of a country on a war 
footing. At Kabul Airport, all the MiG-21 and Su-22 aircraft were laden with 
bombs and ready to depart for missions to the north. Surprisingly, as in 
Kandahar, we saw little evidence of firearms. On occasion a Toyota truck 
would drive by with three or four armed Taliban aboard. But both Noor and I 
were surprised by so few guns in evidence in Kabul. We decided to make our 
headquarters at the Hotel Inter-Continental and by so doing spare anyone the 
responsibility and costs associated with our care. During our stay at the 200- 
plus room hotel we were the only guests.

For our final question, we asked that: "given the right opportunity, 
would you assist Taliban as governor of Herat, or in another official capacity 
to counter Iranian aggression?** He answered in the negative, "No, I will not 
fight again.** 

My personal observation while talking with Ishmael Khan was that he 
felt that the anti-Taliban alliance at some point in time might be in a position to 
rescue him from prison, and because of this possibility, however remote, he 
would not discuss in a critical or revelatory way details of either Massoud or 
Dostum. Later that evening Noor and I were guests on Radio Kandahar. 

One of our more informative and interesting meetings was with a group 
of Taliban pilots. We were profoundly impressed with the courage and 
dedication of these young pilots, who day after day, climb into vintage aircraft 
and fly at or near the speed of sound. They informed us that Pakistan did not 
support them in any way, materiel or otherwise, and that was the way they 
preferred it to be. All were trained in the U.S.S.R., and one pilot, Jalaladin 
Wardak, told us of his defection to Pakistan with a MiG-21 during the jihad. 
As our conversation proceeded we learned of Dostum's, Karmal's and 
Massoud*s plan to kill Hekmatyar when he assumed the office of the Prime 
Minister. Also involved in the assassination plot against Hekmatyar were: 
Sared Mazhdai and Najmuddin Kawyani. 

We also learned that in 1988, the Soviets sent an emissary to Hekmatyar 
and offered him the leadership of the country if he would assign five per-cent 
of the cabinet positions to members of the PDPA. Hekmatyar refused. From 

information gleaned from a 1992 meeting in Mazar, pilot, Aslam, indicated it 
was their considered opinion tiiat it was the Parcham faction that invited 
Soviet intervention into Afj^anistan and that the Khalq faction did not wish a 
Soviet military presence. 

Our remaining time was spent photographing Kandahar, visiting a new 
school for girls and another co-educational facility. We were asked by various 
education officials to assist them in obtaining basic course materials such as 
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and government officials who are in a position to dictate what we see, hear, 
read and, ultimately, think! 



Afghanistan Field Report 

KANDAHAR: On 21 October 1997, Sayed Noonilhaq Husseini, an old 
friend and colleague and I entered Afghanistan. We traveled to Kandahar by 
automobile (8 hours) via Quetta. The road to Kandahar was in very poor 
condition, both sides of ttie highway were littered with mines, and the dust was 
so thick that visibility was noticeably impaired. Craters in the roadway, from 
mines, bombs and erosion, challenged all but the most robust of vehicles. The 
remains of Soviet armored vehicles dotted the landscape, remnants from 
another era - the jihad period. 

Upon arrival in Kandahar we located the house of a friend (Abdul 
Wahab Nasary) with whom we had prearranged to stay. Wahab immediately 
arranged for us to meet with Maulawi Waldl Ahmad Motawakil and Maulawi 
Sayed Mahmud Haqqani. Our meetings took place in the Ministry of 
Information building. We met with Maulawi Haqqani on three occasions and 
with Maulawi Motawakil on one occasion. 

As a result of our meetings, arrangements were made to visit Sarpooza 
Prison to interview Ishmael Khan, Iranian soldiers and prisoners from the 
Panjsher (Massoud) area. One of the soldiers from Iran (he was captured in 
Herat) admitted tfiat he had been sent to Afghanistan to fight His reward? 
Afghan property. The other Iranian soldiers were not as forthcoming. One 
soldier indicated that he had just come to Afghanistan for cigarettes and was 
arrested by Taliban? The Panjsheri prisoners, all but one, supported 
Massoud. One even indicated to me when we were questioning him, tiiat I 
should forget about Massoud and look to the future where we as ^Muslims 
should work togetiier." I informed him tiiat history was important and must 
be written whetfier or not it offends or reveals one's hidden agenda. One of 
Massoud's people indlaited to us that he was aware of Massoud's connections 
with the Soviets and the Russians, but characterized it as a political decision. 
The prisoners at Sarpooza (1750) were in remarkably good condition. There 
was no si^i of abuse. We were told tfiat tiie reason the prisoners do not give 
you more information is that the Taliban do not punish them in any way and as 
a result, they become defiant 

Our meeting with Ishmael Khan on 26 October was 2 hours in duration. 
His physical condition appeared to be excellent He stated to us that he was 
healthy and that he was well treated. Our questions soon revealed that the 

former commander was not and would not be entirely forthcoming. One had 
the sense that he was intimidated, perhaps by the fact that his family remains 
in virtual house arrest in Iran? 
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The World of News and the World of Truth are often Worlds Apart 



Often when you watch an item on the news, then flip the dial or hit the 
remote, you find the same item repeated in virtually the same way across the 
spectrum of all the channels. Unless one of them breaks an exclusive or enjoys 

unique access to a key source, which does occur from time to time, the lineup 
of stories and the language used to deliver them are virtually identical. So are 
the pictures and the punditry, when there is any commentary at all. Pack 
journalism prevails. Regular follow-up, nuanced explanation or context is 
mostly missing. No wonder it's hard to make sense of complicated stories. 
Most people are unhappy with the way the news is presented, most say 
something is missing, that parts are left out, but also there doesn't seem to be 
anything you can do about it. "That's the way it is," as America's kindly TV 
uncle, Walter Cronkite, used to say, is, ironically, not the way it usually is. 

Never has this diminution of responsible journalism been so abundantly 
clear as with the reporting on Afghanistan. Why? The events in Afghanistan 
as they unfold (pipeline routes) can create untold wealth for those media 
moguls, corporations and, by extension, nations who control regional conflict 
and other socioeconomic dynamics. The world media is owned by a few 
wealthy individuals and corporations that have diversified economic holdings 
and therefore have the power and agenda to interrupt financial markets, shape 
political events and to impact foreign policy decisions. 

Is the truth still Uie truth if nobody knows it? There are events in the 
struggle for freedom in Afghanistan that are largely unreported in the United 
States - but they still happened. Why? Is it that these truths seem 
unimportant next to the truths we prefer? Aren't there many truths? Which 
is your truth? A truth that exists in itself - apart from a quest for profit and 
ratings - and which is the truth whether you know it or not? Or a truth that is 
researched and shaped and marketed for your consumption, and which must 
compete with entertainment news for your attention? Which is your truth? 
Who has the right to control what we know? Nobody. But let's not ask who 
has the right, but who has the power. 

For the Afghans tlus is more than a shooting war. It's the most 
important war. It's a war for truth. In an economic struggle, a human rights 
struggle, or an emancipation struggle, you don't have a prayer of winning if 
the truth about what you are doing is controlled by somebody else. If you can't 
get your message out, if you can't get your information to people - you lose. 
That's the reality of any contest in the twentieth century. That's the reality of 
Afghanistanl 

To counter an extremely dangerous precedent, we must not be 
compromised and denied the truth; the Afghan people are counting on us to 
separate the propaganda from the truth. For their sake, we must also not be 
denied the truth for the purpose of maximizing profits or in the service of 
hidden agendas by a small cadre of multi-national companies, media moguls 
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Taliban bias. This "collective colonialism"* was clearly evident when the 
Secretary of State had no comment on the recent atrocities discovered in 
M azar-I-Sharif, where over 2000 Taliban prisoners of war were massacred by 
the forces of General M alik^ and yet found words to criticize Taliban as being 
''backward and harsh.** On this and other inequities vis-a-vis Taliban, the U.S. 
is strangely silent This exclusionary and disproportionately anti-Taliban 
dialogue by the U.S. Department of State and United Nations officials, is not 

only transparent but viewed as partisan in nature by all in the region. The 
U.S. has routinely criticized Pakistan for interfering in the internal affairs of 
Afghanistan, yet has nothing to say about Iran and Russia. Both have, and are, 
routinely supplying war materiel, counterfeit currency, sanctuaries, (Kulyab, 
Tajikistan), mercenaries and a strong diplomatic initiative within the UN 
General Assembly to discredit the Taliban, a movement which now controls 
80-85 per-cent of the country. 

Before we move on to the field report, «e should pause t. reflect on the 
dynamics of Afghanistan's current misery. Was it not the former Soviet Union 
that invaded Afghanistan? Was it not the United States that used Afghan soil 
and spilled Afghan blood to write the last chapter for Ronald Reagan's '^Evil 
Empire?" Was it not the United States and the U.S.S.R. that poured billions of 
dollars into the country, are they not the architects that created the foreign- 
dependent, petty war lords that continue to ravage the country to this day? 
The answer is of course obvious. 

The Taliban phenomenon is responding to a social crisis. The crisis is the 
restoration of Afghanistan's honor and dignity. The crisis is to countervail the 
horror of Kabul and other atrocities as suffered by the people of Afghanistan. 
The crisis was to eradicate a'^Kalashnikov Culture", a sadistic, murderous sub- 
culture presided over by former president Rabbani and defense minister 
Massoud and their respective allies. They have restored law and order in the 
emancipated areas, and have collected weapons in these same areas. People 
now feel safe and secure in their homes. The Taliban have routinely stated 
that they do not wish to remain in power following a conclusion to the military 
situation and the formulation of a mechanism in which an electoral process can 
be implemented. They implore the regional powers to stop interfering in their 
internal affairs. And, most of all they want the outside world to cease and 
desist from the self-serving, incessant propaganda and criticism, and pitch in 
to help them rebuild their war-ravaged country. They want only to be given a 
chance to succeed, a chance to educate and care for their children. They want 
only what the rest of the world takes for granted - the right to be free and self- 
sustaining. We owe the Afghan people that much, to do less is not only 
inhumane, but a travesty of justice as well. ^ _

Afghanistan Report 



Recent media coverage of events vis-a-vis Afghanistan have compelled 
me to begin this field report with an editorial. In 1945, Hiram Johnson wrote: 
"The first casualty when war comes is truth", yet never in the past have I 
considered the poignancy of those words as I do today. A case in point 
Recently, the Los Angeles Times reported on Secretary of State Madeline 
Albright^s visit to the Nasir Bagh Refugee Camp less than thirty miles from 
the border with Afghanistan and home to 80,000 Afghan refugees. This visit 
represents the first by an American secretary of State to South Asia in 14 
years. 

Unfortunately, American prestige and regional influence were 
diminished, perhaps damaged irreparably by the disingenuous commentary by 
the American Secretary of State. Secretary Albright's comments were, sadly, 
unstatesmanlike, ill-conceived, and ill-advised. The United States, at a most 
critical juncture in Afghanistan's history, could offer only unbridled criticism.

States when she referred to the Taliban as **backwards and harsh" and stated 
that "^we (the U.S.) are opposed to the Taliban because of their approach to 
human rights, their despicable treatment of women and children and their 
general lack of respect for humanity."

ISLAMABAD, Nov 18: US 
Secretary of State Madeleine 
Albright, who held separate meet- 
ings with the president, the prime 
minister and the foreign minister 
during her less than a day*s stay 
here on Tuesday, made it dear that 
the United States administration 
would not extend diplomatic recog- 
nition to the Taliban nile unless 
they improved their human rights 
record and accepted a multi-party 
government in Kabul, providing 
representation to other Afghan fac- 
tions. 

The US secretary of state reject- 
ed straightaway a suggestion at her 
news conference here on Tuesday 
that the US should recognise the 
Taliban government as a rightful 
one. She said the Taliban had been 
unable to bring the entire 
Afghanistan under its control, and 
accused the Taliban of treating 
women and children harshly and 
following a discriminatory policy 
towards the Afghan opposition. 

The former regime in Kabul of 
Prof Burhanuddin Rabbani, which 
was supported by various other 
Afghan parties,is acknowledged as 
the government of Afghanistan by 
the US and the UN. The Taliban 
ousted the Rabbani regime 14 
months ago and are said to be in 
control of two-thirds of Afgha- 
nistan. Their government is recog- 
nised as the legitimate Afghan gov- 
ernment so far by only Pakistan, 
Saudi Arabia and the United Arab 
Emirates. 

Ms Albright supported the UN 
formula presented again to the 
leaders of various Afghan factions 
by UN special envoy akhdar 
Brahami, seeking total embargo on 
foreign arms supplies to all sides in 
Afghanistan and establishment of a 
broad-based Afghan government. 
This proposal has already been 
rejected by the Taliban. 

Foreign Minister Gohar Ayub 
expressed Pakistan's support to 
Brahimi's proposal for holding a 
conference of representatives of 
Afghanistan, the US and the 
Russian Federation for hammering 



out a formula for solving the 
Afghan issue. 

Ms Albright said she had dis- 
cussed the issues of nuclear non- 
proliferation and terrorism during 
her talks with Pakistani leaders 
and officials. 

"We will be discussing the issue 
of nuclear non-proliferation in 
India, as I did in Pakistan, clearly 
emphasising that weapons of mass 
destruction are banned and they 
(both India and Pakistan) act as 
responsible countries and do not 
transfer their technology**, she 
declared. That was why the US had 
been striving that Iraq*s Saddam 
Hussein must fully accept the UN 
resolutions (demanding total elimi- 
nation of mass destruction weapons 
stockpiles and manufacturing 
plants), she said. 

Ms Albright expressed United 
States* appreciation of Pakistani 
authorities* efforts to curb terror- 
ism and to track down the killers of 
four Americans and their driver in 
Karachi. 

She pointed out that her pres- 
ence in Pakistan, despite her hectic 
itinerary and full preoccupation 
with the Iraqi situation and other 
Middle East developments, was 
intended to underline US confi- 
dence in Pakistan because of its 
anti-terrorist attitude ^md efforts. It 
also affirmed that Pakistan was a 
safe-investment area for American 
investors. She also called for a 
boost in Pakistan-US commercial 
relations. 

Responding to a question, Ms 
Albright said the US president was 
keen for an early resolution of the 
F-16 issue, and held out an assur- 
ance that the money paid by 
Pakistan for the purchase of the 
aircraft would be reimbursed as 
soon as Washington found a suit- 
able buyer for them. 

Apart from holding a breakfast 
meeting with Gohar Ayub and 
senior foreign ministry officials, the 
secretary of state called on 
President Farooq Ahmad Khan 
Leghari and Prime Minister Nawaz

Dear Mr. Secretary General: 

We hope that the UN announced investigation of the slaughter of between 
2,000-3,000 Taliban prisoners held by the forces of the Coalition of Northern 
Afghanistan will be swift, comprehensive, and the results will be made public. We 
are writing about this hideous crime against humanity which must be condemned 
In the strongest terms by the UN and all humanitarian and international 
organizations. This letter also addresses certain questions and recommendations 
on this extreme act of infamy. 

It must be clear to the world public at large that all parties and their 
leaders in northern Afghanistan and their mercenary commanders are responsible 
for the massacre of the young Afghans. These militia leaders formed a coalition 
and have made joint declarations of support for each other's political and military 
activities. They also continued to claim that they have a government in northern 
Afghanistan, with Burhanldeen Rabbanl at its head along with militia leaders 
Massoud, Malik, KhallH and Dostum and a handful of civilian Individuals working 
inside and outside the country to drum up support for each other. The Afghan 
people will certainly hold all of them fully responsible for these crimes against 
Islam, and against humanity. Rashid Dostum claims he was outside Afghanistan. 

However, only In a public trial can all their involvements and the seriousness of 
these crimes be known to the world. The only comparisons that can be made are 
the massacres of Afghans by the communists at the Pulicnarkhi in Kabul in a 
similar manner, and the the massacre of prisoners by the Russian communists in 
the 1 920*s and 1 930's, and by the Nazis in the 1 940's. But, these events were 
before the UN Declaration of Human Riqhts.

AN OPEN LETTER TO THREE US CONGRESSMEN 



FROM CALIFORNIA 



Dear Sirs: 



Dated December 21. 1997 



You are representing the people of California at the US Congress and every US citizen from the 
State of California considers you his/her ligitimate representative and expects to be treated 
equally and without discrimination. 

As far as the Afghan-American community in Southern California is concerned, it is aware and 
appreciative of your good will and peace making efforts towards Afghanistan. However, in all 
matters concerning Afghanistan you have been contacting and favoring only one particular 
Afghan-American group lead by Mr. Hassan Noori, so much so, that the majority of 
Afghan-American community believe they are being discriminated against and that you are 
acting only as congressman of Mr. Hassan Noori, listening only to his views and caring only for 
his interests. 

Congressman Rohrabacher not only invited Mr. Hassan Noori to five Senate and Congressional 
Hearings, but has also participated in every fund raising party Mr.Noori has arranged during the 
past five years. Critical letters by Afghans from Florida, Georgia, Texas, California and Virginia 
on Mr. Noori's representations in the Congressional Hearings have been published in this 
magazine as well as in other Afghan media. It is generally believed within the Afghan-American 
community that the problem in finding a solution to the Afghan crisis lies in the attitude of 
US Government continually seeking -views from one particular group or circle. 

Recently the project of Radio Free Asia was brought for discussion to Los Angeles by 
Congressman Ed.Royce and Mr. Richard Richter, but many Afghans declined to participate 
because Mr. Noori and his cousins and associates were acting as affiliates of the program. 

We are aware of the fact that partisan and friendly relations exist between certain Congressmen 
and Mr. Noori and his affiliates and we wish them well. However, this open letter is circulated 
to draw the attention of the Honorable Congressmen from California to a truly representative 
communication with the Afghan-American conmiunity in California, either on American or 
Afghan issues, which may be achieved by reviewing their means and methods of reaching and 
contacting a wider range of people.

PESHAWAR. Nov 18: The US 
Secretary of Si ate Madeleine 
/Ubright said on Tuesday her coun- 
try favoured a total ban on the use 
of landmines internationally, for, 
ihey posed a serious threat to the 
lives of innocent people. 

She said President Bill Clinton 
was too eager to tackle this prob- 
lem seriously and his keen interest 
could well be gauged from the fact 
that he had recently appointed an 
additional secretary of state with 
the assignment of clearing of land- 
mines world over. 

Ms Albright was witnessing a de- 
mining demonstration at an Afghan 
refugee camp at Nasir Bagh on the 
outskirts of Peshawar during her 
brief visit to the provincial metrop- 
olis. 

She said the US had been con- 
tributing three million dollars per 
annum to the UN agencies engaged 
in demining programme in various 
parts of the world. She said the US 
wanted to create a one billion dol- 
lar fund to enable people of war-hit 
countries to get rid of landmines. 

She was informed on this occn- 
sion that about 10 million land- 
mines had been planted bj Russi an 



troops in Afghanistan during the 
war , and later by certain Afghan 
warring factions. Ten Afghans 
became victims of the landmines 
everyday in various parts of the 
war- ravaged country, she was fur- 
ther told. 

Earlier, on her arrival at Nasir 

Bagh helipad in the afternoon; she 
was received by NWFP 
GovemorMohammad Arif Bangash, 
Chief Minister Sardar Mehtab 
Ahmed Khan and other officials. 
She was accompanied by Foreign 
Minister Gohar Ayub Khan and a 
number of Americans, including 
the US ambassador to 
Pakistan. From the helipad Ms- 
Albright was taken to Bibi Maryam 
Girls High School. Addressing 
'Afghan women and students there, 
sfie said that unless there was an 
end to Afghan civil strife no one 
could ensure peace in South Asia, 
which was need of the hour 

Ms Albright said the US was fuUy 
supporting the United Nations, 
Pakistan and other forces which 
were sincerely making efforts for a 
nrgctiated settlement of the 
'Afgnan issue. 



"We favour an end to infighting 
in Afghanistan and ask all the war- 
ring factions to immediately end 
the strife said the US secretary' of 
state. She went on to say that 
unless there was a ceasefire no one 
could be sure about the establish- 
ment of a stable government in 
Afghanistan. The US, she said, was 
ready td t-o extend every sort of 
cooperation to the UN and others 
working for an early return of 
peace to that country. 

Referring to warring Afghan fac- 
tions, Ms Albright said all of them 
were involved in gross violations of 
human rights. They had also dis- 
honoured women and subjected 
children to brutalities,she added. 

Criticising the Taliban, she said 
they had gone a step further m vio- 
lating human ri^ts."Besides viola- 
tion of human rights, the Taliban 
have introduced imreaMstic restric- 
tions against women", she added. 
"They are harsh and backward and 
do not allow women to work outside 
their homes and get education, 
which is a naked violation of 
human rights" she said. 



Ms Albright recalled that her 
family became refugees in the 
Second World War when the Nazis 
invaded Czechoslovakia and again 
when Russians invaded Prague. 
She said she knew the problems 
displaced people faced. "No one 
wants to leave his home willingly 
but is forced to do so," she 
remarked.She highly appreciated 
the services being rendered by the 
UNHCR for the welfare of the 
Afghan refugees. 

The US secretary of state urged 
the Afghan girls to concentrate on 
education as their knowledge could 
help them play an important role in 
future development of their coun- 
try. She said her country would 
increase its contribution to the UN 
to enable it to provide further edu- 
cation opportimities to war-affected 
Afghans. 

Later, Ms Albright left for New 
Delhi in her special plane from 
Peshawar airport, which was 
declared a high-security zone.

NEW ETHNIC CLEANSING WITNESSED IN SILENCE 

As reported by international broadcasting organisations, the practice of 
"ethnic cleansing", condemned by the world when it held sway in Bosnia, 
continues to flourish in Afghanistan. Reports state that mass graves of some 
2000 people, mainly civilians, have been discovered both in the town of 
Shibirghan and on the outskirts of the northern city of Mazar-i-Sharief. The 
occupants of these mass graves were killed as part of a campaign of ethnic 
cleansing against Pashtoons ordered by ex-Communist generals Malik and 
Fouzi and (according to eye-witnesses) the Iranian backed Hezb-e-Wahdat. 
This massacre, which took place when Taleban was invited to enter Mazar-i- 
Sharief for peace negotiations in May 1997, is unprecedented in the entire 
history o^ the Afghan civil war. 

When Taleban negotiators entered the city they were surrounded by forces 
who claimed to be their allies and then imprisoned. No one knows exactly 
what happened afterwards, but in a radio interview General Dostum, himself 
a former Communist general who controls the area, claimed that while 
searching for the grave of one of his own commanders he found these mass 
graves, and learned from local people that a massacre of civihans had taken 
place. General Dostum also admitted that an unknown number of civilians 
were drowned in the river Amu as part of the same campaign. We at Afghan 
Action Committee International, the voice of the Afghan diaspora, have 
received many telephone calls expressing the deep emotional shock that this 
incident has engendered, not only in Afghanistan but also in this country. 
Afghans of all opinions and of none have urged once again that the world 
has a moral duty to help bring the Afghan civil war to an end, and that the 
United Nations has an international responsibility to protect Afghan civihans 
from such atrocities; no m.atter what ethnic group they may belong to. 

It is time for the United Nations to denounce the participants in the 
Shibarghan massacre as war criminals. It is time to ensure that never again, 
in Afghanistan or anywhere else, will such a slaughter of innocent civihans, 
whose crime is to belong to another branch of the human family, be allowed 
to happen. We call upon the world's leaders to face the reahty of the Afghan 
nightmare and defend its innocent victims rather than the poUtical interests of 
its prop^agator^^ - - ^\ 
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The Afghan-American community is looking favorably upon American Govemment's

the current condition of Afghanistan is well taken. In order to achieve the goals set forth by 
your Department, we respectfully suggest the following: 

The U.S. Government should exert pressure on Pakistan and coll upon other 
nations engaged in arming various foctions, to obseive a policy of non- 
interference in the internal affairs of Afghanistan and leave the Afghans make 
their own choices on their own fr©0 well. 

> We express our outrage over the lack of respect for Human Rights, especially 
those of women and children under the Taliban rule. The beating of Women 
in public, forced marriages and the disgrace inflicted upon them, is neither 
Islamic nor justice. We urge your personal commitment as a person of 
influence and as women to take bold steps in order to persuade the Taliban to 
halt their medieval treatment. At the bare, minimum, women should be allowed 
to pursue their education and earn a living. 

> Our concern over the spread of the new tribalism, racial and gender 

sentiments is genuine and disturbing. Afghanistan and the United States 
enriched their societies through the contribution and participation of their 
multi-ethnic population. It is pertinent that this vital issue to the national 
integrity und peaceful restoration of Afghanistan should be addressed. 



> The magnitude of drug trafficking is a nightmare of every parent in the United 
States. The dominant effect of drug trade is long-term and deadly. 
Constructive steps are needed in order to create a binding point between the 
Afghan and American people, for transforming Afghanistan from a land of rifle 
and drug to a fnse thriving society. 

> In conclusion, time permitting, we hope you would get a glimpse of Afghan 
refugee camps in Pakistan. The strenuous situation of women and children 
calls for a universal effort to take them out of this misery. They look upon us 
for a respectable life and a means to education. 

Wishing you success in your mission set forth, we would appreciate your impression of the 
situation upon your retum to U.S.

^ Consider granting humanitarian assistance to women and children living 
under the strenuous condition in refugee camps in Peshawar.
